er. PETERSBURG, April 9.—Russia will con- 
sider as an act of war any interference by 
Italy with the Russian expedition starting in 
three or four days for Abyssinia. Russia re- 
gards the Emperor Menolek as the independ- 
ent sovereign of an independent nation, and 
will tolerate no obstruction in dealing di- 
rectly with him. The expedition is under the 
command of Lieut. Mashkoff, a very deter- 
mined man of approved courage and power- 
fulphysique. He is 33 years of age and has 
served two years in the army of the Cau- 
The second in command is a monk 
The expedition expects to 
be about two months on the journey 
to the headquarters of Menolek at 
Antogo. Substantial habitations will be 
erected there for use during the 
rainy season, and excursions will be made in 
various directions to gather scientific facts, 
and make inquiries as to the condition and 
history of the people. The expedition will 
remain three years in the country and make 
an attempty to reach the great lakes from a 
direction not yet attempted by Europeans. 
It is this part of the programme that excites 
Fnelish jealousy and, it is feared it may lead 
to underhand attempts to injure the expedi- 
tion or at least to defeat its objects. Lieut. 
Mashkoff is confident, however, that with the 
friendship of Menolek, which he has every 
reason to expect, he will be able to resist any 
hostile attack.

ATROCITIES THE CAUSE OF THE RE- 
CENT REVOLT. 

Sue, April 9.—The letter received here 
yesterday fromthe leader of the Manipuris 
who ordered the massacre of Chief Commis- 
sioner James W. Quinton and his colleagues 
at Manipur, says: The British troops at- 
tacked the palace, massacred my soldiers 
and killed women and children. They threw 
many of the women and children into the 
burning houses, and desecrated the temples. 
Therefore, we killed Chief Commissioner 
Quinton’s party.’’ 

The party referred to as killed by the Mani- 
puriswas composed of Chief Commissioner 
Quinton, Col. Skene, in command of the es- 
cort of Ghoorkas, Lieut. Simpson, Mr. F. St. 
(. Grimwood, the British political agent at 
Manipurand Messrs. Cossins and Melville, 
the three last named being civilians. 

Lieut, Grant, who was in command of the 
small British force who stormed and captured 
Fort Thabat recently, and Capt. Presgrave, 
in command of a detachment of troops sent 
to reinforce Lieut. Grant, one of whom) it 
was feared was the British officer reported 
to have been killed during the further dis- 
turbances, and fighting near Manipur, are 
now said to be safe. 

THE REBELS DEFEATED. 

Advices have been received here ofa bril- 
lant success for the British forces near Mani- 
pur, which, following upon so much depress- 
ing news from the same place, has decidedly 
raised the spirits of British officials. 
The state of mind in which these 
omcials find themselves may be 
‘udwed from the fact that the report that the 
Viceroy of India, the Marquis of Lansdowne, 
s upon the point of resigning his office has 
created but little surprise here. According 
to the cheering dispatch received to- 
day the Manipuirs have made a 
flerce attack upon the slender forces 
of Ghoorkas, commanded by Lieut. 
Grant which recently captured Fort Thabat, 
driving out an overwhelming force of Mani- 
puris at the pointof the bayonet after play- 
ing sad havoc in their ranks by a well-direct- 
rifle fre. The Mantpuris’ attack was stub 
born and determinedly made and they pushed 
lorward in spite of the destructive fire with 
which they were received. The enemy fought 
gallantly every foot of ground. Finally the 
Manipuris were repulsed, the usurping Rajah 
and two prominent chiefs, all threeof whom 
had displayed remarkable bravery in leading 
the tribesmen to the attack, being killed. 
The loss of the tribesmen in addition to the 
ung of the leaders, was very heavy. Capt. 
Bresgrave, the dispatch adds, 
has arrived at Fort Thabat 
with — much needed reinforcements. 
This, combined with Lieut. Grant’s victory, 
has so disheartened the Mantpuris that they

One prisoner has made the statement 
that seventy members of the society were 
under arrest, but that there were 220 not yet 
arrested.

BERLIN, April9.—The German Government

GLasGcow, April 9.—The Anchor Line steam- 
ship Oircassia, Capt. Hedderwick, which 
vessel left New York on March 18 and reached 
Greenock yesterday with fever on board, 
is detained at quarantine at Greenock. Fur- 
ther particulars show that the sick- 
ness reported is worse than first sup- 
posed. The seeond engineer of the steamship 
died from the fever during the voyage and 
seven others of the Circassia’s crew are now 
suffering from the same malady. The nature 
of the fever is not stated.

A Pittsburg Man Punished for His Second 
Offense. 


PITTsBURG, Pa., April 9.—Another type- 
writer girl has revolted.

BUT WILL ACCEPT THE OFFICE IF AP.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 9.—It is learned 
on good authority that Secretary Proctor has 
no intention of resigning his office immedi- 
ately.

He will resume the discharge of the duties of 
his office when hereturns to Washington.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 9.—It is under- 
stood here that John W. Mackay has deter- 
mined to organize a company for the con- 
struction of an imposing hotel and apartment 
house in this city which isto cost $2,500,000. 
The site that. is selected is one that will cause 
some surprise tothe citizens of Washington, 
but Mr. Mackay has been advised by well- 
posted real estate men who know the trend 
of the city that he has madea wise selection. 
The property comprises a tract of 2,000 square 
feet, situated at the head of Sixteenth street, 
on the north side of Fiorida avenue, which a 
few years ago was the boundary line of the 
city of Washingtonand officially designated 
as Boundary street, The property was pur- 
chased by Mr. Mackay and his partners in 
the enterprise for $400,000, which is at the rate 
of $2 per square foot. The owner of the prop- 
erty got control of it a few years ago at a cost 
of about $1, but by reason of not having ex- 
pended any cash, but simply having assumed 
the notes of the various owners, he has real- 
ized a profit of $150,000.

WAS “ARTEMUS” MARRIED?! 


The Olaim Now Set Up by a Kentucky 
Woman and Her Children. 

New York, April 9.—J. A. Browne of Bloom- 
ington, III., has come to New York to prove 
his venerable mother’s claim, as the widow, 
to the estate of the late Qharies F. Browne, 
or **Artemus Ward.“ M. Browne has re- 
tained the law firm of Eick & Remington, 
No. 17 Broadway, but no papers will be filled 
pending an investigation... Sefirmly are the 
widow and children—the children all grown 
men—of the belief that the great humorist 
was the husband and father who left them in 
Kentucky thirty-six years ago that 
they even regard with disdain 
the biographical record of the birth 
of Browne in Maine in 1834, only a year before 
the claimant was married. The widow’s 
claim is supported by large numbers of am- 
davits sworn to by persons who know 
Charles F. Browne in Kentucky and Ohio at 
the time of and subsequent to his marriage 
and who afterwards identified him as Arte- 
mus Ward, the lecturer and humorist> The 
Charles F. Browne who married her, the 
widow declares, afterwards became known 
as Artemus Ward, wholeft her to go on a 
lecturing tour in 1856 and whom she never 
saw again. Other affidavits identify the 
Artemus Ward who was connected with the 
Cleveland Plain Dealer as the Charles F. 
Browne who left a large fam- 
ily in Kentucky. It is a re- 
markable story to support a remarkable 
— ee is told by this family and they are 
confident of success, notwithstanding the 
discrepancy in the date. According to the 
affidavit of the widow she was married in 
Lexington, Ky., on June 7, 1835, to Charles F. 
Browne, afterwards Known as ‘‘Artemus 
Ward, by the Rev. James Challen. The 
biographers of ‘‘Artemus Ward, whose real 
name was Charles Farrar Browne, say that 
he was born about 1834 In the town of Water- 
ford, Me. Here at once would seem to be a 
complete barrier to the identification of 
Artemus Ward’’ as the husband and father, 
but it is not sufficient to cenvince the claim 
ants. ‘‘Artemus Ward, too, was supposed 
to have lived and died a bachelor. His death 
occurred in Southampton, England, on March 
6, 1867.

A Tennessee Village Belle Surprised Her

NOT SETTLED YET. 


Chicago Must Wait for the Official 
Count of the Ballots. 


PREPARATIONS ALREADY MADE TO CON- 
TEST THE RESULT. 


Farmers’ Alliance Opposition to Senator 
Call in Florida—A Spirited Caucus— 
The School Question Before the Illinois 
Legislature— General Appropriation 
Bill—The Texas Lawmakers. 


CHICAGO, April 9.—According to Election 
Commissioner English and Election Clerks 
Twohig and Bradley the situation in 
regard to the Mayoralty election 
was to-day unchanged from what it was 
yesterday. Every precinct has been heard 
from, and the official returns are com- 
pleted and are safe under lock and key 
in the vault in the Election Commis- 
sioners’ office. The unofficial returns have 
also been all received and footed, and the 
party managers on both sides claim a small 
plurality. Only the official can- 
vass of the commissioners can de- 
cide who is elected. Chief of Police Marsh, 
who has the returns in his possession, said 
this afternoon that nothing short of 
the official canvass could determine 
whether Mr. Washburne or Mr. Oregier 
had been elected. The unofficial returns 
would seem to indicate as nearly as he could 
figure them that Mr. Oregier had the 
best of the situation by a couple of 
hundred votes. The police returns, 
he said, were wholly unreliable. 
Many of them had come in over the telephone 
and any one could see how easily mistakes 
might occur. The Republicans still continue 
to talk of fraud at the polls, 
and declare they will fight .to the 
bitterend. Lawyer W.T. Underwood, who 
was quite prominent in the Smith-Harrison 
contest of 1885, has been engaged by the Re-; 
publicans and given charge of all cases which 
point to an Infraction of the election law.

A CONFIDING WIFE. 
Some Peculiar Developments in the Woods- 
Gledhill Case. 


New York, April 9.—The jury inthe suit of 
Police Sergeant Henry Woods against Paper 
Manufacturer Henry Gledhill for $50,000 for 
the loss of his wife’s affection has returned a 
verdictin favor of the defendant. The plaintiff 
says he will appeal the case. The testimony 
in the case was very peculiar and reveals the 
most astonishing confidence reposed in a hus- 
band by his wife. On the witness stand 
Woods said that he began to suspect his wife 
in 1887-88. He posted himself within view of 
his home and kept his eyes open. He 
saw Gledhill go into the house where 
he remained generally about two hours. 
He then called to see Giedhill, and while 
waiting for him to come in intercepted three 
letters. When Gledhill arrived Woods said 
to him: 

IT have three letters addressed to you, but 
as one is in my wife’s handwriting I will keep 
It. He opened it, and this is what he read: 

HENRY (Gledhill)—Denigh everything. Henry 
says i was with you yesterday. i said no, I was to the 
doctor’s. He is on to us. 

Woods gave Gledhill a copy of this and had 
a stormy interview with him. He afterward 
sent this note to Gledhill at Washington: 

There are three ways this case can be settled, and 
it must be settied forthwith. 

Woods received this reply to his note: 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2, 1888. 

FRIEND Woops—I received a note. If you will ex- 

— what you mean I will give it my earliest atten- 
ion. You may address me care San Marco Hotel, St. 
Augustine, Fla. Yours truly. 

This was not signed, but was in Gledhill’s 
handwriting. 

About the same time Woods received this 
letter from his wife: 

EBBITT HOUSE, WASHINGTON. 

HENRY—Away from home, my thoughts flies to 
them i left behind, we are having a pleasant time. 
We have a Private Reception in the White House 
with the President, inclosed find a flower from the 
Reception Room at the White House * * * i will 
close now best wishes hoping you are well i still ro- 
main your wife M. Woops. 

Gledhill returned early in March and Woods 


wrote this note to him: 
MARCH 7. 1888. 
As you have got home again. I want to know if you 
are now ready for business with me. 
He got no answer, and wrote again: 
MARCH 10, 1888. 


Mr. Henry Gledhill: 


Str—As you are not disposed toanswer my message 
of the 7thinst., and if you do not understand what 
the trouble is, I will beat your house to-morrow, 
Sunday, March 11, and will explain the whole matter 
before your wife and all the family if you desire, as I 
intend totake the matterinto court next month. 
Send me an answer by the bearer what time will suit 
you as any time from 6 a. m. to 6 p. m. will suit me.

OPERATORS AND EMPLOYES TO HOLD A 
CONFERENCE. 


The Coroner’s Inquest Resumed at More 
wood-—Capt Loar Charged With Mur 
der—Notice to Quit Served Upon Ten- 
ants of Company Houses—The Eight- 
Hour Question—Labor News. 


MOUNT PLEASANT, Pa., April 9.—The coke 
workers will adopt new tactics to settle the 
great strike. The leaders have agreed to 
stand aside and allow the mentoact. With 
this end in view a convention of the strikers 
was called by Peter Wise for to-morrow, the 
object being the appointment of a Board of 
Conciliation. The board will consist entirely 
of men from the ranks and will ask for a con- 
ference with the operators as representatives 
of the employes and not as an organization. | 

Peter Wise, Master Workman of the Knights 
of Labor, Vice-President Penna of the United 
Mine Workers left for the East this morning. 
Wise will stop at Philadelphia, where he wil 
appear before the general Executive Board of 
the Knights of Labor and try to induce Mr. 
Powderly to come here. Penna will visit the 
headquarters of the American Federation of 
Labor in New York. 

In speaking of to-morrow’s convention, 
Peter Wise said: ‘‘We want peace; if the men 
can make terms with the operators, the of- 
cers and leaders are willing to step aside. 
The operators have said that they are willing 
to meet the men, and we will give them an 
opportunity to do so. 

THE CORONER'S INQUEST. 

. Interest is centered to-day in the Coroner’s 
Inquest which reopened at noon. 80 far 
nothing important has been elicited. The 
strikers seem to have renewed hope. The 
leaders have been at work among them for 
the past few days and the effect is noticeable. 
The men are holding off until to-morrow’s 
meeting, which was fixed by Master 
Workman Wise. It is evident some 
concession is to be made by 
the strikers, but just what it 1s cannot be as 
certained. The locked out men have been 
doing missionary work and there were less 
men at work to-day than yesterday. James 
McBride of the Miners’ Executive Board says 
information was made last night against 
Capt. Loar and a number of his deputies 
charging them with murder. The warrants 
are now in the hands of the constables and 
will be served to-day. McBride said further 
that the case would be pushed. 

Supt. Morris Ramsay of the Morewood 
works, commenced the serving of eviction 
notices this morning. The usual ten days’ 
notices were given the men and it didnot seem 
to surprise them. The soldiers will not take 
any hand in the evictions unless the strikers 

resort to violence. 


THE EIGHT HOUR QUESTION. 


ADJUSTING THE DIFFERENCES BETWEEN MINERS 
AND MINE OWNERS. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., April 9.—The eight hour 
question, which threatened yesterday to dis 
rupt the interstate conference of coal minérs 
and operators now in session here will prop- 
ably be amicably adjusted. Addresses for and 
against the movement occupied nearly all the 
morning session, when shortly before the 
noon adjournment, it was developed in the 
discussion thatthe miners would be willing 
to bear any loss resulting from the change to 
eight hours, and that the miners of Pennsy}- 
vania and Ohio were anxious to con- 
tinue the friendly relations with the 
operators, which have existed since the 
first interstate agreement five years ago.’ Jas. 
McBridge stated that it was not the inten. 
tion to force the eight-hour question in Penn- 
sylvania and Ohio at present. The miners 
look upon the operators in these States as 
their friends and if the latter agreed to grant 
the hours after the battle had 
been won in Illinois, Indiana and 
elsewhere the miners would be satistied. 
This proposition was received with favor and 
a committee of four operators and an equal 
number of miners was appointed to consider 
the matter and report this afternoon. It Is 
thought an amicable adjustment can be 


made. 


PFEFFER ON IMMIGRATION. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 9.—Senator Pfef- 
fer of Kansas delivered a long address before 
the Federation of Labor meeting last night 
on unrestricted immigration, labor and cap- 
ital. He pointed out many ways in which the 
Government favored capital and great corpo- 
rations againstthe good of the people and 
how cheap foreign labor was allowed to pass 
into this country by thousands to the loss of 
American workmen and gain of the employ- 
ing capitalist. The order of things would be 
changed, he said. The Alliance wouldtry to 
remedy matters, and should it go to an ex- 
treme the other way, matters would gradu- 
ally right themselves and the workmen of 
this country would be benefited to a certain 
degree anyway. He asked the laboring peo- 
ple of the country to consider him their friend 
and not to hesitate to tell him their wrongs.

Horrible Discovery Made at the Foot of 
Filmore Street. 


RT OF A HUMAN BODY FOUND AT 


APA 
THE WATER’S EDGE. 


The Body Supposed to Have Been Placed 
where It Was Discovered, as There 
was Every Indication That It Had Not 
Been Long in the Water—The Police 


Mystified. 


at the foot of Filmore street, within a 
hrow of Elwood Station on the Mis- 
ourl Pacific inthe south part of the city, 
the lower limbs of a woman from the hips to 
the knees were discovered this morning, 
wing inthe shallow water, near the bank, 
apparently high above where an ordinary 
wave from the river could wash them. In 
fact, the complete remains were almost en- 
tirely out of water, presenting a ghastly 
spectacle to the hundreds of curious who 
came to take a view of that remained of some 
human being who, judging from all circum- 
stances, had met with foul play. The cling- 
ing flesh presented a hard surface, unlike in 
every particular to what would be the case 
nad the body remained in the water since 
death. 

Lever before, within the experience of 
ving residents has a body, or part of one, 
inthe peculiar condition of this one, come to 
the surface of the water. At certain periods 
after drowning the victim will rise to the 
curface for a certain space of time, but never 
after sufficient time has passed to allow of 
the complete drying up of the flesh as in this

NOT A FLOATER. 

The body was discovered about 8:30 this 
morning by Sergt, Dugey and Officer Thomas 
O’Brien, and that time it was almost com- 
pletely out of the water; much higher than 
the water would cast it, and laying upon the 
back. the bare knee caps pointing shoreward. 
The bones presented an appearance of hav- 
ing been scorched. An examination of the 
spot was made but nothing pecullar discov - 
ered. the officers, apparently, not seeing any 
difference between this and an ordinary 
floater, to which it bears no resemblance.

Taking these two foot prints to- 
gether it looks as though some one had 
stooped over, pressing heavily upon their 
shoe toes and deposited the body 
where it was found. Back of this 
is an apparent knee mark in 
the bank, which is about four feet high, be- 
ing made by some one attempting to quickly 
climb to the top, but who lost balance and 
was compelled to try again. This mark, 
owing to the recent rain, cannot be identified 
as being fresh. 

NO CLUES FOR THE POLICE. 

Although diligent inquiry was made 
Amongst the people who live in the imme- 
diate neighborhood, no clue was developed 
that will aid the police in settling the mys- 
tery which enshrouds the affair. There is 
no mark on the part of the female recovered 
that would lead to identification, while 
the part recovered Is the most difficult of any 
totrace. The people living in the immediate 
vicinity have seen no suspicious characters 
around during the past few days and heard 
nothing that would arouse their suspicions. 
They allsay, however, that it would have 
heen impossible for the body to have lain 
where it was found all day yesterday without 
they having seen it, which only proves more 
conclusively that it was put there last night. 

When the wagon of Bonieke & Sheehan, un- 
dertakers, came for the remains, it was made 
more plain than heretofore that it was not a 
floater, When raised from its position it was 
evident that something that would get so far 
from the current would have to be 
far lighter than the bones, as 
thelr shape was clearly imprinted in 
the ground, although in an inch of water, the 
depth to which they had sunk into the mud 
heing about two inches. It is a well-known 
fact that the shore waves, even though the 
river is high, will not carry anything that is 
at all heavy. Therefore, the only good 
theory is that the body was pit 
there for the express purpose of creating the 
impression inthe public mind that it was a 
foater. But it such is the case the idea was 
hota bright one, nor was it brilliantly exe- 
Culed, asthe people standing about one and 
u expressed the opinion that it was put 
there by some one, without doubt. 

AT THE MORGUE, 

When the remains arrived at the Morgue 
Aslan im the main room was prepared, and 
onthis the ghastly burden was placed. The 
Outer doors were closed and spectators de- 
nied admission. Morgue Superintendent 
Kean is satisled that a public 
*xposare will im no way aid m any possible 
identification, and the depraved tastes of the 
morvidly curious must remain unsatiated. 
A measurement of the parts was taken, it be- 
ing possible for the anatomist of to-day to 
‘aiculate to an astonishing degree of exact- 
hess the height, weight and measurements of 
her portions ofthe body, from the exact 
Measurement of one or two bones. The dis- 
tance across the hips is exactly 16 inches, and 
from the thigh joint to the knee joint meas- 
‘red 2i4% inches. No other measurements 
ore taken. One and all of the authorities 
reluse to advance any theory about the case.

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MACHINE POLITICS. 


Experience of the Democratic Candidates

LABOR DEMONSTRATIONS. 


Demands to Be Made by the Different 
Trades on May 1. 


Great preparations are being made by the 
heads of the Central Trades and Labor Union 


for the proposed great May day demonstra- 
tion and demand for shorter hours and more 
pay. This organized body includes nearly all 
of the untons in the city not engaged at the 
building trades, and an important 
meeting of the delegates from the various 
unions will be held at headquarters, 418 South 
Fourth street, this evening, when an effort 
will be made to solidify the ranks just before 
the battle. While the Central Labor Union 
has no connection whatever with the Build- 
ing Trades’ Council] both bodies realize the 
necessity of acting together, thus presenting 
asolid front tothe employers who are not 
disposed to acquiesce tothe demands that 
have and are to be made. Labor Day demon- 
stration this year promises to be the largest 
and most formidable the city has ever seen. 

The trades that will strike and the demands 
t will make on the ist of May are as fol- 
loWs: The architectural irou-workers and 
marble cutters will make a demand for eight 
hours per day. The carpenters are now 
working eight hours a day, but will make a 
demand for # cents per hour, 5 cents more 
than what they are recelving at present. The 
plasterers and whiteners will make a demand 
for eight hours per dayand 87% cents per 
hour. It has not yet been decided whether 
the bricklayers will or not, as many of 
the men are satisfied With the wages they 
now receive, but if they do goout they will 
demand eight hours and (4. 50 per day. The 
painters are well satisfied and will make no 
further attempts to strike.

GOT OFF WITH FIVE YEARS. 


William Hennessey Gets a Light Sentence 
for Killing Charles Raycraft. 


This morning in the Criminal Court William 
Hennessey pleaded guilty to the charge of 
murder in the second degree and was sen- 
tenced to serve a term of ve years in the 
penitentiary. All motions were waived, and 
the defendant accepted immediate sentence. 
He will probably gogto Jefferson City some 
time this week. 

Hennessey killed Charles Raycraft. Both 
were young hoodlums living in North &t. 
Louls. On the afternoon of Feb. 3, 18%, 
they, with a number of companions, were 
carousing ona vacant lot in the vicinity of 
Second and Mound streets. Oneof the party 
sent for a bucket of beer, from which Ray- 
craft refused to permit Hennessey to drink. 
The quarrel thus commenced was continued 
for mure than ten minutes, 
croft then chased Hennessey 
with stones. Hennessey 
and Raycraft grabbed him by the shoulders, 
forcing him against a stone wall. In the 
struggle which ensued Hennessey managed 
to draw from his pocket a dirk with which 
he stabbed Raycraft tothe heart. The in- 
jured man died in less than five minutes. 

Two days later Hennessey was arrested, 
being found by Sergt. Bree and Officers 
Bambrick and Mueller concealedin a trunk 
atthe residence of arelative in North st. 
Louls. He was indicted on the charge of 
murder inthe second degree, and on Jan. 7 
went to trial. A juary found him 
gullty and fixed his punishment at 
imprisonment in the penitentiary fora term 
of ten years. Attorney Ben 8. Wash then 
filed a motion fora new trial. To-day Circuit 
Attorney Clover confessed the validity of the 
motion. Through his attorney and by agree- 
ment with Mr. Clover, Hennessey then with- 
drew his plea of not guilty and entered a plea 
of guilty, being sentenced to serve five years 
in the penitentiary. Hennessey is only 19 
years of age.

A PIN IN HIS THROAT. 


The Torture Endured by a Man in Will- 
lamsburg, N. Y. 

New Yor«, April o. —At Williamsberg, three 
days ago Peter McCabe swallowed a pin, and 
he has it yet somewhere concealed from out- 
gide view. He himself is frantic with appre- 
hepsion, and so ishis wife. Two corps of 
physicians in two hospitals have worked over 
Peter, with the result only that the pin 
has plunged, into deeper concealment in his 
innermost midst. 

At the hospital where he was taken for 
treatment the surgeons went to work on him, 
but for a long time without result. They put 
a laryngoscope into his mouth, but discov- 
ered nothing. This instrument consists 
mainly of two mirrors, one held over the 
pharynx and the other in the mouth, by 
means of which light from the outside is re 
fiected into the throat, which thus becomes 
visible to the operator. Then they intro- 
duced an exploring instrument, which is 

pretty sure to locate any foreign sub- 
stance which becomes lodged in the w@sopha- 
gus, but nothing could be found. Peter de- 
clared all the time that he could plainly feel 
the pin lacerating his throat just back of the 
Adam’s apple. The doctors keptat it for

Finally one of thesurgeons introduced his 
fingers when Peter’s mouth had been 
plugged open very wide with bite of wood 
between his teeth. The exploring finger 
at last felt the pin concealed in 
a fold of the throat just at the base 
of the tongue. Peter’s location of the pain 
further down had deceived the doctors. As 
soon as it was discovered the sargeon reached 
for it with a pair of forceps.

ONE DAY IN JAIL. 


The Sentence John Bille Received for 
Shooting Herman Kramer. 


When the case against John Bille was called 
this morning in the Criminal Court Attorney 
Marshal F. McDonald, special counsel for 
the State, recommended the defendant 
to the mercy of the Court. Bille was 
then permitted to withdraw his plea of not 
guilty tothe charge of culpable negligence, 
and plead guilty to acommonassault.

Kramer received the ball in his 
breast and was at death’s door for 
many months, Even yet his wound 
is open. Bille was held to 
the Grand-jury on the charge of assault with 
intent to kill, but was indicted for culpable 
negligence. He was committed to jail at 11 
o’clock and will be released at 6 o’clock this 
evening.

And Also Takes a Whisky Toddy Occa- 
sionally—Divorce Suits in the Circuit 
Court—The Trouble Between Mr. and 
Mrs. Leon J. Papin—Court Notes. 


The divorce suit of Frank C. against Annie 
Berg took up considerable time in Court- 
room No.5, this morning. They were mar- 
ried in June, 19883, and lived together until 
November, 1889, when Mrs. Berg left her 
husband and took her children with her to her 
mother’s. Several witnesses for the plaintiff, 
who lived in the same court with the 
Berg family on Eighth and Rutger streets, 
and also in Carondelet testified that Mrs. 
Berg used to drink too much beer and was 
drunk a number of times in consequence. Mrs. 
Berg admitted on the stand that she drank 
beer regularly every day, but denied 
that she was ever drunk, She also 
took a whisky toddy occasionally, gen- 
erally on Christmas and New Year’s and 
Thanksgiving. Her husband brought the 
first whisky into the house and he also 
drank beer with her and sent out for it at 
times, although he often grumbied because 
she spent money for beer. He complained a 
great deal when she spent money for provis- 
ions oranything. He struck her on several 
occasions and deserted her three times. He 
tried to get her to take medicine so that she 
would not have any children, but she 
refused. This last charge against her hus- 
band was substantiated by another witness, 
Mrs. Vansikle, who testified that Mr. Berg 
sent her to a certain doctor for the medicine, 
and that she got the medicine and took it to 
Mrs. Berg. The doctor wasa pbysician who 
kept a drug store in Carondelet,and whom the 
witness had known for twenty-five years. The 
doctor gave her pills and advised that an op- 
eration be performed. Mrs. Berg took some 
ofthe medicine, but on the advice of her 
mother, refused to continue the treatment. 
Defendant is a blacksmith, and there are two 
children, boys, aged 8 and 6 years re- 
spectively, and the defendant asks for the 
custody of both. He was flashily dressed in 
court, wearing a blue vestand blue necktie. 
The court took the case under advisement. 


Papin Divorce Oase. 


The divorce suit of Medora C. Papin against 
Leon J. Papin was called in Judge Valliant’s 
court this afternoon. Defendant is a well- 
known citizen, and is a member of one of the 
oldest and most aristocratic families of the 
city. The plaintiff also comes of a good fam- 
ily, her father having been John D. Daggett, 
Mayor of the city way back in the 
40s. Miss Daggett was then a society 
belle and was married to Mr. Papin Jan. 22, 
1852, nearly 40yearsago. Plaintiff states in 
her petition that her husband ‘‘has been ad- 
dicted to habitual drunkenness forthe space 
of one year and that he has repeatedly 
threatened her with violence, has assaulted 
her and ‘‘has shaken in her face his clenched 
fist in the presence of their children,’’ 
has called ner vile names and 
accused her of unchastity, and for ten years 
‘thas contributed little or nothing to the 
support of plaintiff and her children by him 
and has left them dependent upon the charity 
of friends and for long periods in want 
of the common necessaries of life. Mrs. 
Papin asks for the custody of 
the two minor children, Richard and Francis, 
aged respectively 19 and 16 years. Mr. Papin 
filed an answer to his wife’s petition for 
divorce, denying all her charges against him 
and stating that she left him four years ago 
without cause and had refused to live with 
him since. To this Mrs. Papin replied that 
she was forced to leave him on account of his 
brutality. 


Judge Withrow on Divorces. 

Judge Withrow this morning granted Sarah 
Rothleder a divorce from George Rothleder. 
They were married in December, 1881, at 
Denver and lived together until Jan. 20, 1886. 
Plaintiff makes her own living and the hus- 
band has disappeared from the city. Mrs. 
Rothleder was also granted the restoration 
of her maiden name of Sarah Vernon. 

The Jydge refused to grant Henry Flaherty 
a divo from his wife, Minnie, who, Mr. 
Flahe claimed, left him Aug. 1, 1886, just 
three weeks after she had vowed to cleave to 
him forever and ever. They were married at 
North Adams, Mass.

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SOLD TO THE DIAMOND JO. 


The St, Louis & St. Paul Packet Co. Leaves 
the Keokuk Trade. 
The following telegram was received this 
morning: 


URLINGTON, Io., April 8.—I¢t is officially given 

that the warehouses and other property of the 
St. Louis & St. Paul Packet Co. between and inciud- 
ing St. Louis and Davenport, together with the 
packet Gem City, have been sold to the Diamond Jo 
Line. This means the final abandonment of the 
Upper Mississippi River by the St. Paul line, as the 
only seaworthy boat remaining in its possession is 
the St. Paul, which will probably be leased by the 
Diamond Jo Line. 


Investigation of ti reported sale proved 
t to be a fact, although the _ telegraphic 
news is incorrect in some of the details. Mr. 
Isaac P. Lusk, Assistant Superintendent of 
the Diamond Jo Line and manager fof its in- 
terests in St. Louis, was seen by a Posr- Dis- 
PATCH reporter this morning and stated that 
the purchase meant the transfer of the en- 
tire river trade between St. Loulsjand 
Keokuk, Io., tothe Diamond Jo Line. The 
reason for the St. Louis 4 St. Paul Packet 
Oo. selling out from the trade was that it was 
too far removed from the headquarters of the 
company at St. Paul, There was no such 
final move contemplated, however, as an 
abandonment of the entire Upper Mississippi 
River trade bythe St. Louis & St. Paul Co. 
The company still owns two steamers, the 
St. Paul and the War Eagle, and will com- 
pete forthe through trade between St. Louis 
and St. Paul the same as before. 

The sale of the steamer Gem City and of all 
the warehouses and other property between 
St. Louis and Hannibal to the Diamond Jo 
Line was a transaction of considerable mag- 
nitude, but Assistant Supt. Lusk declined to 
make the terms of the sale public. The deal 
was closed only within the past week. It 
means the sale of St. Louis & St. Paul Packet 
Co. property at twenty-six river points as 
follows: St. Louis, Alton, Grafton, Cap Au 
Gris, Hamburg, Clarksville, Louisiana, Han- 
nibal, Quincy, La Grange, Canton, Alexan- 
dria, Warsaw, Keokuk, Montrose, Nauvoo, 
Fort Madison, Dallas, Burlington, Oquanka, 
Keithsburg, New Boston, Pt. Louisa, Musca- 
tine, Buffalo and Davenport. Arrange- 
ments will be begun at once by the 
Diamond Jo line to put the steamer Gem City 
in first-class order for the opening of the 
spring and summer trade. The Gem City is 
known asthe fastest boat on the Upper Mis- 
sissippi, and will open up her career under 
the management of the Diamond Jo line as 
good as new. Boats will be run daily between 
St. Louis and Keokuk, Io., while the business 
for the upper river beyond Hannibal to St. 
Paul will be handied by the two lines, the st. 
Louls agency for both being consolidated 
in the offices of the Diamond Jo 
line at the foot of Olive street, that warf 
boat being used by the steamers St. Paul and 
War Ragle of the St. Louis & St. Paul Co. as 
woll as by those of the Diamond Jo une 
proper. The result of the control of the trade 
between St. Louis and Keokuk will mean a 
large increase of business for the latter com- 
pany, but it does not mean an abandonment 
of the entire Upper Mississippi trade into the 
hands of one line of steamers.

THE FIRST MISSOURI SHIPMENT. 


A Oonsignment of Cattle en Route to 
Hamburg. 

This morning L. P. Kanower of Fredonia, 
Kan., passed through the city on his way to 
New York. Mr. Kanower, who has long been 
engaged in the cattle business, said: ‘‘Iam 
on my way to make preparations for shipping 
the first consignment of cattle to Hamburg 
that has gone to that port from Missouri in 
several years. Lam not sending any Kansas 
stock, but made my purchases entirely in this 
State, as the beef steers here are finer and 
heavier thanthose we can raise in Kansas, 
and in shipping to duch a distance it is advis- 
able to carry as much beef to the head as 
possible, and to avoid paying freight fon re- 
fuse. Judging from letters received from 
Germany it is reasonably certain that there 
will be very little trouble in future in regard 
to our cattle. Those that have been sent 
lately have not only been delayed very little 
by inspection, but have also sold at very high 
prices, and the returns have been very large, 
as the readiness with which cattle have been 
passed has put a stopto the cost of holding 
the stock. I have contracted for 160 
head of fine cattle in this State to 
be delivered in New Tork before 
the 26th of the present month, and for 
250 head to be delivered by May 5. All these 
will goto Hamburg. The advantages that 
will accrue to the American cattle owners 
from the opening of the German market will 
be immense, and the outlook for the coming 
summer is better than it has been for years. 
Very little range stock will be sent abroad, 
the finer corn-fed beef being preferred, and 
the places on the farms vacated by the sale 
of the cattle will be filled by 2 and 8-year-olds 
from the ranges. Afterone or two seasons 
fattening this stock will be shipped across the 
ocean. Missouri will certainly gain more 
than any other State, for its proximity to the 
ranges, the abundance of grass and water, 
and the cheapness of corn renders it the best 
State in the Union as a ripening ground, an 
the shipments from here to Germany are cer: 
tain to be exceedingly heavy.’’

WOODWORTH MISSION TROUBLE. 


Douglas Leaves the City and the Wheel- 
don-Ahle Faction Attacks Him. 


War has broken out afresh in the Wood- 
worth Mission trouble, and a new aspect has 
been .added to that ever-changing camp of 
Christian hostility.

xew YorK, April 9.— The Board of Rulings 
promises a surprise for railroad men to-day 
which, it is said, will equal the declaration 
of war against the Chicago & Alton. The 
board was in secret session all day yesterday 
in constant communication by wire with the 
western lines. From the whispered conver- 
cations about the headquarters of the Trunk 
tine Association and from the animated 
manner of the members of the board, it was 
clear that the situation was serious. The 
second surprise, it was learned from an in- 
side source, may be a similar boycott of the 
Burlington & Quincy, which was 
given twenty-four hours in which to 
come to time and forswear commis- 
sions. The Board of Rulings has stirred up a 
big row with General Passenger Agent P. 8. 
Fustis of the Burlington. In communicating 
with that road on Tuesday, with a view to 
forcing it to terms, the Board of Rulings ig- 
nored the General Passenger Agent and took 
the case to General Manager Morrill. This 
angered Mr. Eustis, it is said, and he swore 
vengeance. Mr. Eustis went to Mr. Morrill, 
the story goes, and told him that it would be 
pelitting for his company to plead gulity 
voluntarily and turn overanew leaf when 
the Board of Rulings had not proved that the 
Burlington had violated the edict of the East- 
ern lines regarding commissions. Manager 
Morrill agreed with his General Passenger 
Agent, it is said, and told the Board of Rul- 
ings to go ahead with its boycott. The board 
gave the Burlington a day more in which to 
repent, but no change is expected. So the 
second gun is kely to be fired to-day. 

THE ALTON BOYCOTT. 

The Alton officials took the announcement 
of the boycott coolly and referred to their 
experience in the previous boycott by the 
trunk lines of years ago. The Alton will 
adopt very much the same tactics as before 
asto extra agents and tickets. They won 
the former fight. But the other roads d 
not refuse to honor Alton tickets and bag- 
gage checks, as they do this time. The Alton 
has already decided what it will do to get 
around the boycott. It is best described in 
an illustration. Suppose a man in Kansas 
City asks an Alton agent there for a ticket to 
New York via the Lake shore and New York 
Central. The agent will give hima ticket to 
Chicago and an order upon the Chicago agent 
of the Alton for the Lake Shore 
and New Tork Central tickets. The 
man starts for Chicago and when the 
train pulls into the depot an authorized 
agentof the Alton enters the train and calls 
outfor orders. The agent in Kansas City 
meanwhile has telegraphed ahead and the 
Alton man, who canvasses the train, hands 
the Lake Shore and New York Central tickets 
over to the traveler from Kansas City 
without the least delay upon the presenta- 
tionot the order. The baggage checks will 
be manipulated just as easily by a local ex- 
presscompany and the Alton officials say 
everything will be smooth sailing. It will 
only require the services of a few more 
agents. The west-bound business will be 
worked the same as during the previous boy- 
cott. They look upon the boycott as free ad- 
vertising, which will benefit rather than in- 
jure the road. 

MANAGER CHAPPELL TALKS. 

General Manager Chappell of the Alton 
says: As a matter of fact, we ceased pay 
Ing commissions to Eastern agents at the 
time the original order of the Board of Rul- 
ings went into effect, and we did not resume 
until after April 1. The ouly reason we did 
so then was because we learned beyond ques- 
tion that, notwithstanding their denials, the 
majority of the Western roads were still pay- 
ing commissions in the forbidden territory. 
Because our General Passenger Agent issued 
a circular refuting a statement that we were 
opposed to the payment of commissions, the 
Lastern lines propose to divert business from 
our road. In other words, we are to be 
boycotted for a mere declaration of 
principles which is in perfect §  ac- 
cord with the agreement of the West- 
ern Passenger Association, of which 
the Alton isa member.

Certain of the 
Vanderbilts looked it over and priced it and 
Mr. Twombley thought seriously of taking it; 
$3,000,000 does not in itself give a control of 
the road Dut it might have been sufficient to 
bring about a change of management if there 
were enough of the smaller holdings dis- 
pleased with the present control. At any 
rate it Is believed that Mr. Corbin aid not 
feel as secure as he did before when the Max- 
wells held it. 

It may have been this uncertainty that in- 
duced Mr. Corbin to goin asa bidder for the 
Maxwells’ stock. He and Charles Pratt of the 
Standard Ol Co. bought the 8,000,000 lot 
jointly and fearof the Vanderbilts has sub- 
sided for a time. The price given was not 
learned. Long Island stock stands at % on 
the market. It is said that a controlling in- 
terest could not be acquired for less than 120 
and perhaps it would take more with Mr.

Vanderbilts. Probably the Maxwells got a 
handsome price for their interest. Itis said 
that the Maxwelis, J. R. Maxwell particu- 
larly, wish to concentrate their wealth in the 
Central Railroad Co. of New York, of which 
the latter is President. A reporter saw Mr. 
J. R. Maxwell yesterday. He said he hada 
controlling interest.

CASSIE IN COURT. 


The Bogus Widow of Millionaire Loring 
A. Robertson. 


WEARLY ALL OF THE PLOTTERS con- 
MITTED FOR TRIAL. 


How the Drag Net Was Worked to Catch 
the Conspirators—The Woman Who 
Was Originally Cast for the Widow“ 
Part, but Rejected—Other Actors in 
the Drama. 


New Tonk, April 9.—The story of ‘‘Cassie’’ 
Brooks’ confession and the arrest of certain 
parties implicated was told in these dis- 
patches yesterday. Since then additional 
developments have occurred in the remarka- 
dle conspiracy to get the millions left by the 
late Loring A. Robertson, the leather mer- 
chant, who died atthe St. George Hotel in 
Brooklyn on Oct. 10, by passing off Cassie“ 
as the widow and only heir. The first arrest 
was that of John F. Baker, a lawyer, who 
was taken into custody at his office at No. 156 
Broadway. Mr. Baker is a white-haired law- 
yer who has been practicing in this city for 
the past twenty-five years. He was retained 
by Cohen to contest Mr. Robertson’s will. 
The other arrest was that of Harry Belcher, 
formerly Tom Gould’s bartender, who is said 
to be the man who suggested the selection 
of Cassie Brooks as the bogus widow. 

The drag net worked beautifully in every 
instance except thatof James W. Daskam, 
the speculator, who was arrested at his resi- 
dence in Stamford on Sunday afternoon by 
Detective McCluskey, and was placed over 
night in the custody of the Sheriff of the 
county while the detective returned to New 
York. It was anticipated that there would 
be some difficulty in getting Daskam to New 
York, owing tothe strained re@lations exist- 
ing between Gov. Hill and the alleged Gov- 
ernor of Connecticut, Bulkeley, but Daskam 
promptly agreed to come to New York with- 
out a requisition. He changed his mind 
over night and insisted upon his ‘‘legal 
rights. 

CASSIE COMMITTED. 

The other prisoners, who had been locked 
up at police headquarters all night, were 
brought before Judge Martine in General 
Sessions and arraigned, Cassie Helen Brooks, 
the bogus widow of the dead merchant, was 
brought forward first.

TO TAKE THE LEAD. 


The Traffic Association and the Uniform 
Bill of Lading. 

One ofthe most important questions that 
will be taken up by the recently organized 
Trafic Association of St. Louis will be that in 
reference to a uniform bill of lading. For 
some time past the railroads have been en- 
deavoring to formulate a bill of lading that 
would have the effect of largely relieving 
them from their responsibilities as common 

rs. Sucha bill was drawn up last win- 
ter, but owing to the fact that several rail- 
roads refused to adopt it, and that inthe 
opinion of leading lawyers some of its provis- 
ions were against public policy, the attempt to 
enforce it was practically abandoned. The 
railroad attorneys have been hard at work 
drawing up another bill, and in all proba- 
bility before the crops begin to be moved it 
will be introduced, unless steps are taken by 
the different commercial bodies to obtain 
such modifications as are requisite to pro- 
tect the shipper. Yesterday afternoon, after 
the close of the regular session of the Traffic 
Association, an informal gathering was held, 
and it was determined to take steps at as 
early a date as possible to come to an agree 
ment with the railroads as to the 
terms of the bill. Other exchanges and 
commercial bodies have expressed them 
selves as desirous of the introduction 
of a uniform diu of lading, and 
as opposed to the, Dills that have 
been proposed by the railroads, 
but as yet no organized plan has been pur- 
sued with the object of coming to an agree- 
ment with the different lines in reference to 
a form that will be satisfactory to all parties. 
The members of the Traffic Association are of 
the opinion that its work cannot be better in- 
augurated than by taking steps to secure a 
conference betweenthe railroad managers 
and the representatives of the different com- 
mercial bodies, and such a conference will 
probably take place within the next six 
weeks, with the Traffic Association as the 
managing body. One of the points most 
strongly insisted on dy the railroads 
in such bills of lading as 
have been prepared as substitutes 
for those now in existence is the freedom from 
claims for loss resulting from delay in tran- 
sit, and this provision, especially as regards 
perishable freight, ts most obnoxious to the 
shipper. By conference and agreement it is 
hoped that this cause of plaint ¢ah be 
eliminated, but if this proves to be imposs!i- 
ble the Traffic Association will take steps*to 
at once make a test case, and bring the sub- 
ject before the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. Evenif a bill of lading will not 
stand in court, the fact that certain provi- 
sions are contained in it often operates 
in restraint of trade, as the shippers are 
unwilling to enter into a long and 
expensive lawsuit, and suffer loss rather than 
bring the matter to trial. The Traffic Asso- 
ciation will take up such matters and prose- 
cute cases in the interest ofall. and by this 
course the members believe that the best re- 
sults would be secured. Atthe meeting yes- 
terday the folowing committes were ap- 
pointed:

Official Count of Tuesday’s Vote.

THEY MUST DEFEAT THE INDEPEND- 
ENTS OR GO TO PIECES. 


A Republican Who Views the Situation 
With Alarm—The Vote to Be Canvassed 

. Saturday—Prospect of a Lively Row 
and an Investigation in the Oity Cen- 
tral Committee—Political Matters. 


’ Politicians generally are discussing the 
prospect of the Republican party being 
ignored in the selection of judges and clerks 
at the next general election held inthis city. 
The opinion is freely expressed that if the of- 
ficial vote gives the Independent Municipal 
party a larger average vote, the Recorder of 
Voters Carlisle will have to divide 
the judgesand clerks equally between the 
Democrats and Independents at the next 
election. As was stated in yesterday's Post- 
DISPATCH, the section of the new election law 
applicabie to the appointment of judges and 
clerks says Clearly thatthe party that polls 
the largest vote at the preceding election 
shall receive one-half and the next largest 
shall receive the others. Ashas beén said 
the vote between the Independent and Re- 
publican is very close and it will take the of- 
ficial vote to decide, though the Independents 
have an advantage according tothe returns 
brought in from the various precincts by 
the police. 
A RECOGNIZED PARTY. 

The fact that the courts recognized the In- 
dependent Municipals as a political 
party, and ordered the placing of its 
nominees on the official ballot under its own 
caption a ers the claim made by some of 
the Repub s that the Independents can- 
not call their organization a political party. 
Recorder Carlisle says he will, under the de- 
cision of the court, recognize the movement 
as a distinct political party and accept its 
nominations in the same manner as those of 
the other parties, if it cares to place a ticket 


before the voters at the next elec- 
tion. Discussing this subject fur- 
ther this mornin he said: ‘*T 


have no doubt that the law was intended to 
give the two parties receiving the largest and 
second largest vote the judges and clerks, but 
there is one point that is not clear to me, 
Under the head of municipal elec- 
tions in cities of the first class 
we find this section, ‘The first general elec- 
tion for elective officers shall be held on the 
first Tuesday in April and every four years 
thereafter, and all such elections shall be 
held under the provisions of the general 
law. >? 
CONSIDERED IT GENERAL. 

Now, this office went in 
with the understanding that Tuesday’s 
election was a general election. It was a 
regular election held in every part of the 
city and was general in the city of St. Louis. 
Under the old election law, when but four 
judges were selected for each polling 
place, it was simply required that not 
more than two of their number 
be of the same political faith. The new sec- 
tion defines that the judges shall be selected 
from the parties that run firstand second at 
the preceding election. It looks to me much 
as though the Independents and Democrats 
will divide the judges at the next election, 
with the understanding, of course, that the 
new party nominates a ticket. I suppose we 
will have some legal opinions on this score if 
the Independents figure in the next cam- 
paign. * 

The Democratic workers are of course jubi- 
lant, andthere is little sympathy expressed 
for the Republicans, who have become 
startied at the announcement that 
they may be ignored entirely at the 
next general election, Chairman Bain 
to-day said that he had not 
looked up the law carefully and did not pro- 

se to borrow any trouble on the subject. 

Wait till the official count is completed, 
he said, it may show that we have a larger 
aggregate vote than the Independent 


party.’’ 
CONSIDERS IT SERIOUS. 

A Republican who has been giving some 
ptudy to the prospect of his party being left 
entirely without representation atthe next 
general election said to-day that the matter 
was even more serious than most Republi- 
cans were disposed to consider it. 
He said: ‘‘If the official vote shows 
that the Independents have beaten us in the 
grand total, their party which has been 
recognized as a political organization, can 
on and demand half the judges and clerks 


under the new section of the election laws. 
If the gentlemen now at the 
head of the movement determine 


not to put a ticket in the leid at the next 
election, a Democratic move might be made 
to make a ticket bearing an Independent 


label so as to get the judges and 
clerks. This would throw every 
polling place in the city entirely 


into Democratic hands and leave the Repub- 
licansina helpless condition. I don’t say 
that this will occur, but speak ofitonly asa 
possibility. We Republicans, to be on the 


safe side, must gain enough 
in the official count to put us 
ahead of the Independents. We 


live in hope, and the count may give us an 


advantage in the aggregate vote.’’ 
THE OFFICIAL COUNT.

SHERMAN’S BEE BATTLE. 


AFTER THEY GOT UP HIS TROUSERS’ LEGS 
HE SURRENDERED THE CAMP. 


Congressman Cummings’ Description of a 
Novel Plantation Scene—A Lively 
Horseback Ride—“Pigeon-Wings Cut at 
Shady Dale’’—Stories of War Days.

WasninctTon, April 8.—Col. Charles Belknap 
was among the members representing the 
House of Representatives at the funeral 
of Gen. Sherman. He is a modest gentleman, 
thin and of medium stature. He has hardly 
a military bearing; yet he bas seen as much 
active service inthe war as any man upon 
the floor ofthe House. He served in the 
Army of the Cumberland and became a great 
favorite with Gen. Sherman. On the way 
back to Washington after the Sherman 
funeral pageant he told manya story ofthe 
dead General. Two remained impressed 
upon the memories of those who heard them. 

The Colonel said that he was attached to 
Gen. Carlin’s division of the Fourteenth 
Corps. It was composed of three brigades. 
Each of the brigades had a good brass band. 
While on the march to the sea the music of 
these bands lightened the burdens of many a 
tired and footsore soldier, 

**I never shall forget one day in December, 
1864, the Colonel continued. At noonday 
our division halted at a beautiful plantation. 
It recalled all the feudal giories of the South. 
Uncle Billy and his staf? had followed us 
closely. Fence rails disappeared, and little 
fires were built. The coffee was simmering 
when the General rode into the division, 
Preparations for his dinner were also made. 

A TYPICAL PLANTATION. 

The plantation was a large one. The 
master’s mansion was the typical home of 
Southern chivalry. There were numerous 
cabins near by which sheltered several hun- 
dred slaves. All were whitewashed and of 
good size. They stood in acircle. At a dis- 
tance they looked like a little New Engiand 
village. Theinteriors were clean and com- 
fortable, and the surroundings tidy and

agreeable. The male slaves had either made 
a break for liberty or had been sent away to 
places of safety. The black women were left 
to the mercy of the invaders. 
Great oak and magnolia trees adorned the 
grounds and patched the green lawns with 
shade. The soldiers stretched themselves 
upon the flecked sward, drank their coffee 
and lighted their pipes. 

The presence of Gen. Sherman aroused 
one of the brigade bands. It struck up a 
martial air. The effect was magical. The 
negro women went into ecstacies. They had 
heard no other music than the song of the 
mocking-bird, the baying of the hounds and 
the mellow twang ofthe banjo. Their very 
souls awoketo the new revelations in the 
world of harmony. The pleasure was irre- 
pressible. “hen the instruments gave a com- 
bined blast it seemed to startie them. You 
know that the African mind is more suscepti- 
ble to musical influences than any other, but 
it requires a brass band to stir it to Its lowest 
depths. What is there in it that starts all the 


black girls and boys within a dozen blocks to | 


running in Washington when the strains of 
brass bands are heard? They have been born 
ina city whose streets daily ring with music, 
but nothing stirs their blood like a band.

THE GAME PROTESTED. 


GLEASON’S FORFEITURE OF YESTER- 
DAY’S GAME WILL BE CONTESTED. 


and Hall—General Sporting News. 


The opening of the American Association 
championship season at Sportsman’s Park 

yesterday afternoon was not without its 
drawbacks. There wasa street parade by 
both opposing teams anda concert by the 
band before the game was commenced. De- 
spite the cold, threatening weather a crowd 
of over 8,000 people assembled to witness the 
game. Kelly’s team put upafine exhibition 
Ot ball playing, but a dispute arose between 
the great captain and Billy Gleason, 
who was Officiating as umpire, and it resulted 
in Kelly being put out ot the game. Every- 
thing went smoothly for the first three in- 
nings, and the visitors, who were badly out- 
batting the home team, had scored three 
runs,ewhile St. Louis was without a tally. 
St, Louis was unable to do anything with the 
delivery of Willie McGill, the boy wonder of 
the Cincinnatis. In the fourth inning, how- 
ever, the lad became somewhat wild and 
Gleason sent six men to base on balls. Kelly 
threw down his mask and declared that he 
was going to quit the game, as he could not 
go up against a sure thing and 
win, and that he was out of it. 
The Browns scored five runs in that inning, 
while Cincinnati made four in their half of 
the inning, again giving them the lead by 
two runs. They batted Stivetts very freely. 
When Kelly attempted to go on the field in 
the fifth inning Comiskey objected and Glea- 
gon refused to permit him to do so, and de- 
spite his protests that he was only jesting 
about quitting, he was forced to adorna 
bench for the remainder of the game. St. 
Louis secured a tally inthe fifth and tied the 
score in the ninth inning. The visitors 
asked that the game be called on account 
of darkness, but Gleasbn ordered that it be 
played out. Kelly instructed his men not to 
put out the side, and after the Browns had 
piled ups runs and Cincinnati a great many 
errors Gleason finally declared the game for- 
feited to St. Louis by a score of 9 too. The 
score at the end of the ninth inning was 7 to 
7. S8tivetts and Boyle were the St. Louis bat- 
tery, and when Kelly retired from catching 
McGill for the visitors Hurley took his place. 
Cincinnati made 16 hits against 3 by St. Louis, 
and had 56 errors to 4 by the home team. 

It was an extremely foolish move on the 
part of the American Association to schedule 
Gleason to commence his career as an 
umpire in his home city, where 
it was next to impossible for him to 
give satisfaction. He unquestionably made 
some very bad decisions, and by his work 
prevented the visitors securing a.game which 
they had properly won. No one 
who knows Gleason, however, will 
for a moment believe that he 
intentionally robbed Cincinnati of a victory. 
He is certainly honest. The position is a try- 
ing one, however, particularly when a man 
officiates in his first championship game, 
and that, too, the peo- 
ple of the which he 
was born Gleason 
simply got rat tled as it was most natural he 
should under the circumstances. Mr. Von 
der Ahe himself admitted that the pret 
natis were not fairly treated in the detisions 
and he complained bitterly to Gleason after 
the game about the latter’s work, and said 
that he did not want the Browns to 
win unless they could do so on their merits. 
He wanted them to get all decisions that 
properly belonged to them but no more. The 
proper thing for the St. Louis President to do 
would be to refuse to accept the game which 
Gleason forfeited to the Browns, and to let 
the teams play it over. 

Mike Kelly took the matter very good 
naturedly this morning, but said that he was 
quite angry yesterday. ‘‘It was the first 
time Ihaveever received the worst of it, 
he remarked, ‘‘but that was without excep- 
tion the poorest exhibition of umpiring I 
have ever seen and have been playing 
balla great many years. I have protested 
the game, and st. Louis will never be 
awarded it, for Gleason had no power to 
forfeit it under the circumstances. It should 
have been called at the end of the eighth inn- 
ing on account of darkness, but we 
never refused to play at any time, 
so Gleason had no power to declare the game 
forfeited. We made fourteen hits to their 
three and really outflelded them, although 
we are given credit for one more error than 
they are charged with. Does it not stand to 
reason that with anything like fair umpiring 
we would have won? Even Mr. Von der Ahe 
admits we gotthe worst of it. I would not 
mind it much only for that boy, McGill. The 
little fellow pitched a phenomenal game, and 
it hurt me to see it taken away from him.’’

At Philadelphia the weather was cold and 
raw, but 8,000 people turned out to witness 
the opening game of the season. The Wash- 
‘nagtons won by a score of 9 tos. . 

Columbus was defeated at Louisville yes 
terday in the presence of 5,000 people.

THE JUDGE WAS IN IT. 


An Unexpected Scene in the Rome (Ga.) 
Poisoning Case. 

Rome, Ga., April 9.—The prospective con- 

flict between the husband of Mrs. Dietz, the 

chief witness in the McKee poisoning case on 

trial here, and Col. Waters, the attorney, 

who scored her so unmercifully in his address 


conversation. It was thought that there 
would be a tragedy when court opened yes- 
terday, but an unexpected turn in events oc- 
curred. 

When the court was called to order at 8:30 
o’clock there was a large attendance. Among 
those present were the brothers of Mrs. 
Dietz, the Waters boys. Everybody expected 
that Col. Fry would make some remarks 
about the note received from Mr. Dietz, but 
the Colonel had nothing to say. Judge Mad- 
dox, however, had something to say, and he 
said it in a vigorous manner: 

I have been greatly annoyed by newspaper reports 
that Ihave seen as to a difficulty that might occur 
here this morning. I have heard that perhaps some 
apology might be made. I do not know anything 
about the difficulty except what I have heard, but one 
thing Ido know and that is, that an attorney has a 
right to comment on the testimony of a witness on 
a point that may be warranted bythe evidence. 
When he goes beyond that point he is in contempt of 
court, and he is responsible tothe court. Ithinkit 
is a well established fact that this court has always 
made that ruling and adhered to it. Now I don't 
know anything about this matter except what I have 
heard, but I want to say that if any apology is to be 
made it will be made to this court and no one else. 
Any other apology will be made at the peril of the 
man who makes it. If there is any man in this court 
room Who has any grievance to present let him pre- 
sent it now. 

Judge Maddox here paused; many persons 
fixed their eyes upon J. D. Waters, but he 
said nothing. Continuing Judge Maddox said: 

There are some other things I wantto say. If any 
man is detected in this court-room with a weapon 
on his person, either concealed or exposed, it will 
cost him just $1,000, twelve months in the peniten- 
tiary and six monthsin thechain gang. If any man 
in this court-room knows of anyone who has a 
weapon he can pow step forward and make affidavit 
to that effect, and we will suspend this case right 
here and try the man who has the pistol the first 
thing we do. I want to say, further. that if any mem- 
ber of this baris interfered with in any other way, 
it will cost the person who interferes with hig 8200 
and costs and twenty days in the chain gang. at’s 
all I have to say, and now let anybody who wats to 
interfere with this court begin right now. | 

Nobody wanted to begin and the jury was 
sent for. Mrs. McKee wore a new costume, a 
handsome tan-colored dress, trimmed with 
dark brown braid. Mr. McKee has changed 
his black suit for one of light gray. The two 
sick jurors, Messrs. Broome and Gibbons, were 
brought to the Court-house in the carriage in 
which Mrs. McKee had been taken to and 
from the jail every day. Mr. Gibbons was 
pale and so weak as he entered the court- 
room leaning on the arm of a bailiff that he 
could not stand alone. He was assisted to a 
chair, where he sat, trembling, like a palsied 
man. He was soon provided with a pillow 
and made as comfortable as possible. Mr. 
Broome, the other sick juror, sat in the 
corner of -he jury box. Judge 
Maddox gave up the large rocker 
in which he was sitting so as 
to make Mr. Broome comfortable. Col. Fry 
resumed his argumenton Mrs. McKee’s be- 
half at 9 o’clock and spoke for half an hour 
recalling the points he made in his speech on 
Saturday. Col. W. 8. McHenry then began 
his answer. He referred in scathing lan- 
guage tothe speech of Col. Fry, which he 
called ‘‘gush,’’ aspeech made, he said. to 
get a reputation and not to defend his client. 
In passing, however, he asked why the 
counsel, if they wanted to attack Mrs. Deitz, 
did not go into the neighborhood in which 
she was raised and get witnesses to impeach 
hertestimony. He declared that the only 
hope the defense had to save Mrs. McKee was 
to break down the testimony of Mrs. Deitz. 
He then advised the mothers, the daughters, 
the sisters of Rome to dfe in jall for contempt 
of court before they came into court to tes- 
tify, if they were to be attacked as Col. Fry 
had attacked Mrs. Dietz so 2 to save his 
client. ' 

The remarks of Judge Maddox knocked out 
the expected meeting between Col. Fry and 
Waters. The latter left the court before it 
adjourned, but Dietz sat and listened to the 
speech of Col. McHenry. As soon as court 
adjourned he walked away. Waters was seen 
at his store soon after adjournment. He said 
that the remarks by Judge Maddox had no 
effect on him, as he did not go to the court- 
room to raise any disturbance. He and his 
brother and Mr. Dietz had only gone there to 
hear if Col. Fry would make any retraction. 
When asked what he would do since the 
Judge had shut off any apology, even if one 
had been contemplated, he replied that it 
would be improper for him to say anything 
on that line, but .wat he, his brother or Mr. 
Dietz had no desire to doanything that would 
refiect on them or on the people of Rome,

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THE GROTESQUE PLANTS. 


SOME OF THE CARNIVAL TYPES OF THE 
VEGETABLE KINGDOM. 


Nearly All Are Natives of Tropical Climates 
—The Cactus a Native American— 
Where Some of the Most Curious Plants 


Are to Be Found.

manner than 
the animal king- 
dom does the 
plant world de- 
note a constan 
striving to at- 
tain perfection 
in beauty. The 

simple herb which grows by the wayside isa 
model for every artist. Time and again have 
plants and flowers been objects of poetical 
enthusiasm and our eye rests with delight 
upon the humble forget-me-not washed by 
the crystal waters of the brook. We speak 
of certain plants as symbols of correspond- 
ing virtues. We have an allegory or a lan- 
guage of flowers, and tothe study of botany 
we have given the Significant name of 
‘‘scientia amabilis.’’ But mingling with the 
serenely beautiful, the loftily beautiful and 
the grand, there are thousands of grotesque, 
baroque forms, plants en masque, so to 
speak, plants decked out in the fiddle-faddle 
of the burlesque, and no more appropriate 
name could be found for themthan carnival 
types of the vegetable kingdom. 


Stapelia, a Cactus Plant. 

It is a remarkable fact that nearly all of the 
grotesque forms of plants are children of a 
tropical clime. The Southern sun, which 
makes the human heart beat higher and more 
passionately, seems to have stirred nature, 
too, to merriment and riotous, extravagant 
nonsense. Now and then a little plant of such 
character crops out in our orderly, temperate 
zone, but it looks like a curious notion among 
a lot of sensible, well regulated thoughts 


and must feel rather lonely in such sober 
company. 
Among the plants of a temperate Flora, the 
very habits of which have something strik- 
ing, there comes in first link the ‘‘duck- 
weed, which with its fresh, hopeful green 
covers wide areas of stagnating slough. The 
round leaves, that comprise the entire body 
of the plant, are nothing more than flattened 
out stalks shaped like leaves, for the plant 
has no real leaves. 
When the botanist speaks of a masked or 
DISGUISED FLOWER 

(Corolla Personata), he must have had 
in mind the ‘‘Lion*’s mouth,’’ for in- 
stance, which everyone Knows as a 
favorite garden plant. Certain species of 
the Crow-Foot (Ranunculus) family have 
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Dragon's Wort. 


extremely grotesque flowers and we need but 
look at the petals of the ‘‘columbine,’’ which 
are funnel- shaped. The Latin name for this 
2 is ‘‘Aguilegia,’’ from aqua (water) and 
egere (gather). The larkspur is another 
queerly- shape plant which Dioscorides 
called ‘‘delphinium’’ because of its likeness 
toa dolphin. Letus look atthe aconite or 
**Monk’s hood, which looks still more 
knightly than the larkspur. One of the blue 
calix leaves towers above the others like a 
helmet, with ‘the side leaves forming the 
visor. On bending the helmet back two deli- 
cate little forms a — that resemble the 
tiniest pigeons, and they seem to be hitched 
to a wagon tongue as fine as hair, pulling the 
rest of the flowery crown. | 

Nature must have been in one of her queer- 
est moods when she created the orchids, for 
even the common s les of that family have 
the most strongly shaped flowers. The rarer 
kinds are still more striking, like the ‘‘lady 
slipper,’’ whose tropical outiines are simply 
gorgeous. The ophrys in their life-like imita- 
tion to flies and 45 are even more pict- 
uresque. Then there is the ‘‘azure molinia,’’ 
whose native representative is not quite as
